The Medical faculties of Edinburgh, 
McGill and Toronto may have some reply 
lo make. 

There can be no doubt that technical 
in.struction is loo much part ci Ameri- 
can college administration. One otherwi.se 
reputable university pivps a decree in 
Ilotcîl Manaf-'cmcnt. Anotiier coii.sidered 
the advisability of establishing a degree 
in Cila.=s Blowiiifr. Va.ssar has a course 
which ma.squerades under the euphemistic 
title of "euthentics" in which the girls 
learn all about home managomeiit. In many 
scliools the psychology dejjartmeiit seems 
to run riot. Cpurses are given in which 
the work includes tickling babies and tim- 
ing their laughter on a stop-watch. Ph. D. 
theses are written and accepted on such 
subjects as "Measurement of Ninth Grade 
I'upLl.s' Spine Curvature." 

And McGill is not altogether blame- 
less in the matter of freak courses. To an 
outsider the announcement of the School 
of Physical Education would be decidedly 
funny with its "advance ba.sketball" and 
its "ice hockey — two periods in the second 
term." But the best of them all comes 
from a mid-wei^tcrn college which asks its 
students to consider "The Bacterial Con- 
tent of Undershirts!"

Vocalioiial Guidance 

In a recent address on the general 
.subject of vocational guidance Dr. W. D. 
Tait pointed out than any single person 
is: potentially capable of filling an indefi- 
nite number of jobs, the only difficulty 
being that of all these only one or two will 
.suit his temperament. In all the others 
tinhappinc.s.s, unrest aiid discontent will 
prevail throughout life. 

Much has been said and written of 
late about vocational guidance. In some 
, places it has been carried to ridiculous e.x- 
ctremes, l)ut there can be no doubt that any 
Mudy, the object of which is to place hu- 
Fman beings in congenial and pleasant life- 
work, is nio.st beneficial. As yet the sci- 
enco is nrw; and, a.s Dr. Tait mentioned, 
there is little in the way of authentic liter- 
.'ilure upon it. All progres.s is made by 
i;ompari.>^on of notes and the good old 
irjethod of trial and failure. Psychologists 
nfe making quite definite headway with 
their vocational e.xperiments in spite of 
M'hat may be said to the derogation of that 
fîience generally. 

• We know at least two persons who 
could have saved valuable time if only 
tney had been properly advised before 
committing them.selves. One apprenticed 
himself to a printer at an early age. About 
a year later he di.scovered that of all the 
unendurable things on earth, printing is 
undoubtedly the worst. Another took to 
bookkeeping. At first he made noble ef- 
forts to find romance and glamour in 
checking over long lists of accounts pay- 
able. He reaid avidly all technical treatises 
on the^ subject which came to hand. He 
set out to be a goçid accountant. But with- 
in six months romance, glamour and am- 
bition were all gone. Checking over lists 
had come to be mere drudgery; drawing 
up .statements of profit and loss had be- 
come a dreadful process; even a trial bal- 
ance which actually balanced had lost 
^gto^r attraction it once posses.sed. In 
Brcases the men in question lost at least 
j.a year, and since they came to college af- 
terwards the total disari'angement can 
jierhaps, be ))ui at five years.

Ward. Tho result la a hodge-podge of conflicting 
and Inconsistent statements. 

Ills Vfio of tho leini l!i;<tiii( i without precision 
is H oiiso In point. "Tho group Instinct demanded 
that tho Irlbe should live a nomadic llfo" (p.fi5) but 
tlio "group Instinct" lost Its wanderlust and "as 
I hey gradually acquired a more complex system of 
society and a more elaborate system ot Industry 
they found It possible lo live a moro .settled llf.;". 
"Tho differences In tho Instinctive licli.ivlour uf 
raccK, clus-scs ur fainlllcs. 1h duo to different types 
of environtucnt that havo provided .stimuli for the 
instincts' (p.29). .Vcvcrtheless he says elsewhere 
that rural people under tho drive of this "group In- 
stinct" flock to our cities (p. 74).

There h.n.« .I'.va.vs been 
a surplus population in rural scc'Jniis In if l.T.lon to 
readily available !ifc'i!cii!tU!-nl opportunity, an<l this' 
mrplus makes for a low standard of living if it j 
r!o(.« iiol find its why to urban centres. The mechan- 
Ixatlon uf agriculture Is speeding up the city-ward 
movement ot population. The author suRgcsts 
making an economic adjustment which will rcnd.M- 
farming more profitable, liut he does not indicate 
what farming areas or types (,f f.irmlng require 
such an adjustment and ho uffprs no tangible ev- 
idence In support of his pleu. Ono wonders whether 
rural regions require "rehabilitation" any moro Ihon 
do larso sections of our cities. It Is certain that 
those rural people who possess tho virtues which 
the author claims for them, do not require the aid 
of zealous rcfornurs fioiji within or withuiii. 

The author claims that the culture of rural iieoplo 
is nut properly apprceiated by elty dwellers.

Urban group.s aro not exceptional in this re- 
siKct. llura! people return this luck of a|)i)reclalloii 
with Interest. The author needs tn rrincinlnT tli.ii 
cities have always been centres of ueallli, toinMiiin- 
Icatlon and lultiin.-. Tho modein ui-b:iii develop, 
ment of the mean.s of tiansi)urtatloii and commun- 
ication has Increased the dominance ot clty-'nilnded-

course. What the author senses In some fa.fliion lt> 
the penetration of urban standards of life ami 
urban Ideas into rujal rifc-lons!.

.^Il•. Wharton Is onywhero between fifteen and 
elshteen years of age it is a promising work It h« 
Is over that ago It Is unfortunate. 

".Songs of Carth.ige and Other Poems" exhibits 
a fair mastery of metro and rhyme,, a crude but 
true car for elementary rhythmical' effects, little 
sense of word music, and trite subject matter. There 
Is little original In the book, but us this Is generally 
tlie case with young poets 31r. Wharton must not 
be condemned overmuch on this head. Tho poems 
contain no evidence of thought, or ot individual 
observation. The author's effort Is the dedication 
poem "In Praise ot Folly", which begins skilfully 
and pleasingly enough: 

•'Oh, let us sing In praise of too!?, 

Ve.". let ua hymn their folly; 

I.rt others quote what ^VIsdom ralil. 

I. el sage Discretion shake its'head 

.\iul bo most melancholy." 

On piigc thirteen occurs an elementary gcogra-

Historical Club Held Meet- 
ing at Home of W. F. 
Johnson 

Seclarlns that -tho apparent mod- 
©rnlsaUon ot Russia is only supcrfl- 
cM," Andrew Bi-oakcy, tho flrsl 
Bpca4<or at llio Historical Club. meet- 
inn on Tuesday nlçht, «Injjoratud on 
the enlra-nco ot Uussla Into tho area 
of EuropcKUi politics. Kwart liold do- 
Jlvcrcd tho !-ffiond paper on the 
"Koononilo Development of Itussla 
*lnc« 1917." Tho mootlnET w-as held 
at tho homo of W. J. Johnson, Trafal- 
gar Avenue. 

Tho first speaker set llio I'ounda- 
tloB of Russia In tho ninth century, 
previous to which time tho country 
possosacd no i>crnian«nt nationality 
Tho BtrcnKlh :iikI energy ot tlio pe.i- 
Bant class pavo Hussla its mllltar) 
power In tho pa.st. Tho lot of the 
riusslan was anything but an enviable 
one,— hard work t>elns thoir constant 
lot and foclnl companionship their 
solo relaxation. 

Trad« Beginnings 

In tho lOlh century John tho Dread 
tuocecdcd to tho ltu.s8lan throno at 
tho ago of thirteen, though Isnorcd by 
tho rcsoncy. I-Io was a person of con- 
aldoraljlo ability ajid contributed 
Kroatly to tho Uus-slan c:cp;iji!ilon pro- 
gram. A HrlllFh diplomat brought 
.■tliout .-Én -Viii-l'j-Iîus.slnn trade agrco- 
»nent during Jolin's rolgn. M John's 
death chao.s entered Itusslaii history 
when no fatl.sfactory czar appeared to 
fill tlio throne and plots to fiirthoi 
personal objectives became common. 

In 1613, durltig these luinultou 
time*, Poland invaded Kucsl.n, nt the 
timo Michael liomaiiofr was rlcclcd 
crar. Under h'.a iclgn the r-^iAajit 
was forced Into subjection and the 
country became Imiiovcrlshed Court- 
ing tho support of the gentry. .Michael 
lîomanoff went so far as to reducr 
peasants to tlavcry and to place tho 
common people In subjection. A mil- 
itary regime was created based on 
European standards. Tho Uusslan? 
defeated their invcio.'.iio foes, tiie 
Swedes, who now became subjected to 
Ilusslan Influence. 

Finil Entry 
Tho apparent modernization of 
nusBla is superficial as reb«lllonB arc 
ot common occurences. During the 
reign of Cathcrlno the Great, the fin- 
al barriers botwoon Hussla and Ku- 
ropo wero destroyed. Uussla's ad- 
vance easterly was justified as she 
waa a civllUbig agency, though her 
western progress was halted on ac- 
count of tlio greater civilization ol 
neighboring n:illons. Itussla .•^ocni.'- 
now ready to ftbsorb European civili- 
zation which she hart long desired 
concluded the speaker. 

Ewart neld. Arl.t SI. hpoakhif; r,n 
'■Tho lîcononili; PevrlopmoiU of llij.s- 
fiia hIiko i;mT' Milted tliiit three dlK- 
tinct periods I'ould ho recognized: 
The ijerlod between tho f.all of tho 
ICcrcnsky government In Xovember. 
ien, to Lenln'.-j Xew lîconomlc I'ollcy 
of 1921; Ibis policy was based on 
counter-revolutionary ami dvll war 
forces. Conirol was rentrallzcd alone 
with nationalization ot many indu.s- 
trlcK. As militant communism come 
til tho fore, more of the industries bc- 
camo nationalized. Becondly, tho 
period ot reconstruction cvlcndcd 
from l!):i to 10:7, while tho third 
period extended from the latter date 
to tho present. 

Strife Again 

Tho de.alh of I.ciilii iiiaiUed a frc-li 
outbreak bflwccii the right hnd left 
body of llio CommunlHts. Stalin's 
party condoned tho rich peasantf 
while Trotsky took Issue with this 
policy — a result which lead to tho 
la Iter's exile. 

Tho population In April. 1930. was 
165,000,000, or :;o,0()0,000 more than In 
1914. Tlil.i IiuTOttso In population was 
duo to a fall In mortallly rates and 
not to .-my Increase In the birth-rate. 
In April, 1927, tho registered uncm- 
ployed -wero 1.250,000 while In July 
1930, approximately 700.000 wore re- 
ported unemployed. Under fovint re- 
gime, (he inconio ilfrj\pd from taxes 
Is less than export sales. The Kivc 
ytar rinn showed â 2ZA% increase In 
' production or more than 2% than the 
■^Plan called for. Kfflclency must 
■eemlngly bo .•i.acrltlced for speed If 
the Ph-o Tear I'lan Is to succeed, 
stated the speaker In conclusion.

Aloiilrcal is BackManl, Says 
Mrs. Mailclciiic Charles 

HAS NO SL UMS 

Bcaiilifiil Palaces Regarded 
■ As Iiiveslnienis in 
Worlil Peace 

Montreal has been backward In civic 
development according to Mrs. Madc- 
leino Charles, graduate ot the Univer- 
sity of Geneva, w-ho gave an illiistruted 
lecture on "Geneva Today" at the 
tenth lecture" of a series held under the 
auspices ot tho City Improvement 
I>r;iguo In the Chcml.stry IJulldlng 
Tucsilay evening. Jlmlrrn Geneva, with 
Us "Vide streets, beautiful buildings, 
parks, museums and theatres was held 
up as a jewel of beauty, cleanliness 
and civic nccompllshment and an In- 
splra.tlon to larger cities. 

Mrs. Charles cited these attractions 
as accomplishments achieved a long 
time iigo, and declared that Montreal 
has been backward In Us civic devel- 
opment. "It Is only lately that the 
city seems to have stepped out ot a 
sort of olvic lethargy, prevent Ing It 
from keeping pace with tho progress 
of other cities," she remarket!. 
Town Planning Newman 

From .1 commercial, economic and 
civic point ot view, tho speaker be- 
lieved that Jlontreal, the gieuteat In- 
land port In the world, was much more 
lavishly endowed by nature than Gcn- 
ev.T, She cxt.rcsscd tho opinion that 
town planning legislation wns Im- 
minent, due to the untiring efforts ot 
tho City Improvement League, and 
paid tribute to tho work now being 
carried on by tho preliminary town 
planning commissions appolntci by tho 
city executive. 

, No Slums In Geneva 

Money spent on palaces and beau- 
tiful surroundings for parleys and con- 
ferences can be regarded as a good 
Investment In the future, peace and 
happiness ot tlie world, Mrs. (iliarles 
maintained, for tho spirit of peace 
and international understanding flour- 
ished better In sucli an atmosphere. 
"All thoso who go to Geneva feel tho 
spirit ot Geneva, tmd the delegates of 
tho various nations In the League ot 
Nations take somo ot that spirit away 
with them to their respective coun- 
tries. 

There are practically no slums In 
Geneva. Even In tho old city, dilapi- 
dated streets have been • torn down 
and are in the process ot remodelling 
according to the latest rules of hy- 
giene. Natural garden cities have been 
allowed to grow amidst trees, forests 
and lawns. There Is plenty ot ground 
about the city and along the water- 
fronts to allow for expansion for many 
decades to come. AValcrcoursea and 
parks form as many natural brcallilng 
spaces. 

Civic Pride Needed 

In concluding her address. Jlr-s. 
Charles said she hoped she hnd 
awakened some of tho love and deep 
admiration everyone feels for Geneva 
after sotting oyea upon it. "I have but 
u.xplalned to you how civic spirit and 
Its material re:uUs Improved n. city 
which was not by nature made to be- 
come the centre of tho world, but was 
much rather designed to become a 
playground and loufisl centre."

Individuality can bo 
worked out by tho man himself; no 
school ot Journalism can do It for 
him. 

A man who begins as a reporter 
should nt first get acquainted with 
tho locality In' -ivhlch he Is situated. 
Local items aro moro widely read 
than thoso of world Interest. He 
should try to know tho police courts 
and the police corps, service clerks, 
town planning, public utilities and 
other such Items, which will be use- 
ful to him If ho needs some topics on 
which to ■n-rlte. 

Economic Questions 

Economic questions should be of 
moro importance to reporters than 
thoso of political .ispccts. These al- 
low moro Hcopo for editorial writing. 

It a person Is to b^a good reporter 
ho must read newspapers that are 
written by tho best reporters. The 
speaker then went on to inciilion a 
few such newspapers in tho English 
language whieh are famous for the 
fino way In which their news Is re- 
ported, 

Tho speaker-claimed that «s a man 
grew older, his views naturally tend- 
ed to become conservative. Conse- 
quently . bo urged reporters to be 
radical wlillsl they aro young,- for 
they .T-ro Huro to beconio conserva- 
tivo later. 

Use Short Words 

In •writing It Is best to use short 
words where po.ssllilc.

n. good stylo with which cno should 
bo in touch.
